Under the Freedom of Information Act I am formally appealing this denial by the Federal Bureau of Investigations. 
First, they state the b7 exemption for these records which according to the DOJ: 



Exemption 7 of the FOIA, as amended, protects from disclosure "records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes, but only to the extent that the production of such law enforcement records or 
information (A) could reasonably be expected to interfere with enforcement proceedings". 

The FBI has not stated which, if any records, they have that are exempt from disclosure. They are required to produce any and all records and only withhold or redact those records which "could reasonably be 
expected to interfere with enforcement proceedings". The FBI has not done so in this case. 

The FBi has also not demonstrated how the production of these records would "interfere with enforcement proceedings". The documents in question pertain to a person who has already been convicted of a 
crime. The FBI has provided any evidence that there is an ongoing law enforcement proceeding that the production of the record could "reasonably" Interfere with. 

Finally, we seek records between the FBI and the Cook County States Attorney Office which ultimately charged the individual in question. The FBI ultimately did not charge the individual who was ultimate 
charged by the States Attorney. Therefore, I believe their application of the b7 exemption should not apply as they are not the law enforcement agency that has an _ongoing_ law enforcement proceeding,
